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APPLE BLOOMS 
WILL HIT PEAK 
THIS WEEKEND 


The rest of the m inty may 
complain about the suddenness of 
summer, but to the fruitgrowers 
of Adams County balmy temper­ 
atures have been a long time 
a-coming. 
And while thousands of visitors 
saw blossoms here last weekend, 
tile 'great spectacle’ will be seen 
this weekend in the county’s 18,- 
000 acres of 
orchards on 
the 
South Mountain ridges. Growers 
are predicting that the peak will 
be reached about Saturday, and 
they are hopeful that driving rains 
and winds will hold off long 
enough for the bees to “work” 
the blossoms properly for a good 
fruit set. 
Fruitgrowers know that a fruit 
tree does not blossom without a 
definite number of hours of warm 
temperatures. These hours may 
accrue during the day or night, 
but just as nature nudges an apple 
from the branch at maturity, so 
she causes the blossom to open 
at the appointed instant of pu­ 
berty. 


INSTALL B E E S 
Growers generally do not count 
the degrees of temperature from 
day to day; however they learned 
long ago to gauge the progress of 
blossoms by sight, and when the 
buds are swollen ‘just right’ hun­ 
dreds of hives of bees are moved 
into the orch*., as to pollinate the 
fruit. Bees prefer balmy days for 
their work, and growers are al­ 
ways anxious for ideal ’working’ 
conditions for the bees, who ‘work’ 
on a tract basis. 
Few springs arrive so sudden­ 
ly that orchards throughout the 
county bloom simultaneously, but 
this year is an exception. Visitors 
found early fruits in bloom last 
Sunday in the Fairfield area, but 
this weekend will provide full­ 
blown of the several hundred 
apple orchards in every section of 
the county s fniit belt.

RECO RD S SOUNDS 
Scoville has spent hundreds of 
hours recording the sounds of 
his guinea pigs.

He says he 
believes most animals commu­ 
nicate with each other. 
His tape recordings demon­ 
strate 
different 
guinea 
pig 
sounds for hunger, mating, an­ 


ger, 
contentment, 
and 
even 
thanks. 
“They 
have 
two 
kinds 
of 
’thank 
you’ 
sounds,” 
Scoville 
said. “ One is thanks for food 
anc the other is thanks for at­ 
tention — like being petted.” 
Other 
sounds 
include 
one 
made by the mother guinea pig 
just before birth, and one made 
by the mother when she calls 
her young to nurse. 
“The important thing is that 
all these sounds come before the 
action,” he said. “For instance, 
I know when they are going to 
fight, because they argue with 
each other.” 
Scoville further illustrates his 
theory through use of an oscil­ 
loscope which displays the dif­ 
ferent guinea pig sounds in light 
waves.

And in the classrooms, De­ 
vane believes, there is less good 
teaching, although he says this 
has not been a problem at Yale. 
The world has gone through 
grave times since his idyllic 
school days, Devane says, and 
th at’s what makes the contem­ 
porary student so serious. 
Today’s world “ isn’t the same 
one that I grew up in,” he said, 
“ and I liked that other world.”

FIGHT FOR PETS

NEW YORK (AP)—The talk 
cf the town that drizzly Satur­ 
day morning, May I, 1915, was 
a singular notice that appeared 
among the shipping news in 
most of New York newspapers. 
It was signed by the Imperial 
German Embassy. 
“Notice: 
“Travelers intending to em­ 
bark on the Atlantic voyage are 
reminded that a state of war 
exists between Germany and 
her allies and Great Britain and 
her allies, that the zone of war 
includes the waters adjacent to 
the British Isles; that in accord­ 
ance with final notice given by 
the Imperial German Govern­ 
ment vessels flying the flag of 
Great Britain, or of any of her 
allies, are liable to destruction 
in those waters and that travel­ 
ers sailing in the war zone on 
ships of Great Britain or her 
allies do so at their own risk.” 


A HOT TOPIC 
Understandably, 
the 
notice 
w as a particularly hot topic that 
morning on Pier 54 at the foot of 
West 13th Street where 
1.959 
travelers were about to embark 
on the New York to Liverpool 
voyage on a vessel that flew the 
British flag. 
Her name: Luisitania. 
“ Fastest and largest steamer 
now in Atlantic service.” the Cu- 
nard Line called its ocean mon­ 
arch. She was 32,000 tons; nine 
decks tall; 790 feet long. Even 
with six of her 25 boilers shut 
down as a wartime economy 
measure, she could do 21 knots, 
much faster than those new ter­ 
rors of the seas, the subma­ 
rines, or the U-boats, as the 
Germans called them. 
1,87 PASSENGERS 
If the warning notice had 
frightened 
any 
of the 
Lusi­ 
tania’s 1,257 passengers and 702 
crewmen, it didn’t show. 
At 12:20 p.m. while the ship’s 
band blared “Tipperary” and 
Elbert Hubbard, author of the 
inspirational “Message to Gar­ 
cia,” waved gaily from the boat 
deck, the Lusitania put to sea. 
She was scheduled to be in 
Liverpool next Saturday, May 8. 
Only the day before, across 3,- 
600 miles of ocean, another ship 
— but much smaller — had put 
to sea from the port of Emden, 
Germany. Hers was a quiet. 


lonely departure. The German 
navy caUed her “Unterseeboote 
20,” or simply U20. She was a 
submarine skippered by Kapi- 
tanleutnant Walter Schwieger, 
just turned 32 and starting his 
first command. 
W ARNED OF SUBS 
Not until the evening of May 
6, as she neared the coast of 
Ireland, 
was 
Lusitania 
re­ 
minded that there was a war. 
The 
message 
came 
from 
Queenstown, Ireland, at eight 
bells: 
“Submarines active off 
the south coast of Ireland.” Lu­ 
sitania would pass Fastnet, a 
rocky islet off tile south coast of 
Ireland, in the morning. 
One of the most active subma­ 
rines in the area was U20. Kapi- 
tanleutnant Schwieger was en­ 
joying good hunting. That very 
day, U20 had bagged two 6.000- 
ton steamers. And U20 had fuel 
left for at least one more day of 
hunting. 
At dawn. Friday, May 7, Lusi­ 
tania’s passengers could smell 
land. The coast of Ireland hung 
low on the horizon, hidden in a 
light fog. 
SIGHTED BIG SHIP 
About noon Friday, U20 was 
surfaced off a 256-foot Irish 
landmark called Old Head of 
K i n s a Ie 
Kapitanleutant 
Schwieger scanned the horizon 
with his binoculars. At first, he 
thought he saw two destroyers. 
Then he saw it was a ship with 
four funnels. Excitedly, he gave 
the order and U20 slipped to 
periscope depth. 
The fog cleared and the sun 
came out. The sea was glassy 
calm. 
Houses 
were 
visible 
among the green hills of Ire­ 
land. Most of the passengers 
were below dining on roast beef 
and Yorkshire pudding when 
Capt. William Thomas Turner 
sighted Old Head of Kinsale off 
the port bow 
He ordered a 
slight change in course to take a 
bearing on the landmark. 
HEADED FOR COAST 
The slight change was pre­ 
cisely 
what 
Kapitanleutnant 
Schwieger wanted. It gave him 
a clean bow shot at the liner 
less than 1,000 vards away. 
The torpedo from U20 struck 
Lusitania on her starboard side 
between the third and fourth 
funnels. It exploded in the boiler 
rooms of the great ship.

Bishop De Roo said he was 
involved in conferences on the 
subject of Mother Cecilia’s ani­ 
mal shelter “until well past 
what should have been time for 
my supper.” 
REM AINS AT SHELTER 
Mother Cecilia is holding the 
fort at the Good Shepherd shel­ 
ter she vowed she would never 
abandon.

And Restoration Begins

The worst ol the Mississippi 
River floods — the roughest in 
history — appeared beyond the 
danger point today, but the 
long, costly task of repair and 
recovery is just beginning. 
Some 
homes 
were 
ruined. 
Thousands of acres of flooded 
land meant a disastrous year 
for farmers. 
One example was the town of 
Gulfport, 111. Only the tops of 
roofs and trees protruded from 
the swirling waters. The 250 res­ 
idents 
evacuated 
before 
the 
flood struck the community. 
In Quincy, 111., the Red Cross 
distributed the first of thou­ 
sands of cleanup kits to resi­ 
dents who weathered a 24.3-foot 
crest Tuesday. The kits include 
mops, brooms hoses, soap and 
disinfectant. 
RIVER REACHES 
In Hannibal. Mo., the Missis­ 
sippi began receding slowly aft­ 
er cresting at 24.4-feet. Read­ 
ings of 24.3 in Hannibal and 24.1 
in Quincy were reported late 
Tuesday night. Army Engineers 
predicted the drop would be 
slow and would depend in a 
large degree on any rain. 
Upriver in Rock Island, Til., 
where the river crested at 22.5 
feet April 28. the level had de­ 
creased a little more than two 
feet. 
* 
More than 2.500 persons have 
been sheltered by the Red Cross 
in six states since the floods be­ 
gan. Thousands of others moved 
in with friends and relatives. 
IO P.C. SHELTERS 
Ten Red Cross shelters in Illi­ 
nois, Iowa and Missouri were 
housing more than 700 persons. 
Mrs. B. J Adams. Red Cross 
volunteer director in Quincy, 
taid refugees and workers were 
led in churches near the shel­ 
ters. She said the Red Cross ted 
more than 5,000 persons Tues­ 
day. 
Mrs. Adams said the typical 
refugee family is first fed by the 
Red Cross 
“We then try to help them get 
situated with friends or rela­ 
tives and aid them in moving 
their essentials,” she said. "If 
we can’t place them, we keep 
them in the shelters. 
DOUBLE 1960 LOSS 
“One farm er in Quincy told 
me he lost more than $70,000 in 
the 1960 floods and he expected 
his loss would be double that 
this year. But he was going 
back to clean up because he 
said the next flood probably 
wouldn’t come 
until after he 
was dead.” 
Total damage will run in the 
millions of dollars, the Army 
Engineers said. A preliminary 
estimate in the Rock Island En­

placed damage above $10 mil­ 
lion.

QUAKE DEATHS 
ARE UP TO 43 


SAN SALVADOR, El Salvador 
(A P) — Areas around San Sal­ 
vador were evacuated Tuesday as 
earth shocks continued. Reports 
of the toll m Monday’s quake 
ranged from 43 to 150 dead. 
The government declared a 
state of emergency and started 
mass inoculations against ty­ 
phoid and other diseases in the 
areas of heaviest damage. 
Many homes were destroyed 
and at least 4,000 were dam­ 
aged. Adobe shacks on the out­ 
skirts of San Salvador were 
hardest hit. 
The official residence of U.S. 
Ambassador Raul Castro suf­ 
fered 
about 
$35,000 damage. 
Castro, a former judge in Tuc­ 
son, Ariz., said no Americans of 
the embassy staff were hurt. 
43 LOSE LIVES 
The government put the death 
toll at 43 and said about 300 
were injured. Other reports said 
as many as 150 were killed and 
400 or more injured. 
Reports 
r e c e i v e d 
Monday 
night at the U.S. military head­ 
quarters in the Panama Canal 
Zone said there were 101 dead 
and 300 injured. A spokesman 
said no request for U.S. assist­ 
ance has been received. 
The quake cracked part of the 
runway of San Salvador’s air­ 
port and damaged the new mul- 
timillion-dollar terminal build­ 
ing. 
The first shock came at 4:02 
a.m. San Salvador newspapers 


said its force registered 7.5 on 
the Richter scale. Other shocks 
came at 9:02 a.m. and at noon. 
A ham radio operator said he 
counted IO tremors. 
The quake 
apparently 
cen­ 
tered in San Marcos and in San­ 
to Tomas, about IO miles south­ 
east of San Salvador. Extensive 
damage was reported in towns 
near the capital. 
San Salvador was ruined by 
earthquakes in 1854 and in 1873 
and was jarred heavily in 1917. 
The city, founded four centuries 
ago, has a population of about 
160,000.

They were released 
when copies of the

Magistrates Earl Lane and Tom­ 
lin Campbell. 
The terms of the will in which 
financier Stephen Girard estab­ 
lished the school in 1848 restrict 
its students to “ poor, 
male, 
white, orphan children.” 
In three days of picketing 
which began Saturday, Cecil B. 
Moore, local heatf t>f the NAACP, 
and his followers had threatened 
to scale the walls in what Moore 
termed “a little democratic in­ 
vasion.”

interference 
in 
Europe, 
warned Europeans not to inter- 
fere with the independence of 
Latin-American countries. This 
plunged the United States into 
more than a century of isola­ 
tionism. 


"SHOW THOSE DAGOS" 
Eventually there was some 
hypocrisy in the way the United 
States 
practiced 
the 
Monroe 
Doctrine. Although still insisting 
all outsiders must keep hands 
off Latin America, it interfered 
there for mort than a genera­ 
tion after 1895. 
President Theodore Roosevelt 
summed up 
the expansionist 
American mood in the early 
part of this century. He said he 
would "show those dagos (in 
Latin America) they will have 
to behave decently." 
American interference left a 
long legacy of Latin-American 
bitterness. One example: from 
1916 until 1924 the United Stales 
occupied the Dominican Repub­ 
lic with Marines, keeping it un­ 
der military rule. 
More recently President John 
P. Kennedy in 1961 barked the 
disastrous Cuban invasion to 
topple Fidel Castro. 
In 
1947 
Piesident 
Truman 
ended isolationism by abandon­ 
ing that part of the Monroe Doc­ 
trine which 
said 
the United 
States would not interfere in 
Europe but retained the part 
against all outside interference 
in Latin America. 


AMERICAN POLICY 
Although this is having it both 
ways, Truman told Congress: "I 
believe it must be the policy of 
the United States to support free 
peoples who are resisting at­ 
tempted subjugation by armed 
minorities 
or 
outside 
pres­ 
sures." 
This was after the war when 
all Eastern Europe had been 
gobbled by communism, Com-

I simply extended the Truman 
doctrine one more step He has 
extended the Truman doctrine, 
combined with the Monroe Doc­ 
trine, to the Dominican Repub- 
Me. 
NOT CLEAR AT FIRST 
But Johnson didn't make the 
point clear right away. 
At first he said he was send­ 
ing troops into the revolt-torn 
Dominican Republic to save the 
lives of Americans there. Later 
he suggested people trained out­ 
side the Dominican

were trying to gain control. He 
didn’t mention Communists.

This method of gradually get­ 
ting to the main point was fol­ 
lowed by Johnson in turning 
loose U.S. forces to fight com­ 
munism in Viet Nam.

“We personalize service—our 
guests have the money to pay 
for it and to expect it.”

Courtright’s 
name and photograph appear as 
often in the society columns as 
do those of his noted guests. 
The Chevaliers du Tastevin, 
one of the numerous gourmet 
societies to which he belongs, 
meets regularly at the Beverly 
Wilshire. Among the members: 
Art Linkletter and Walt Disney. 
IMITATE PROMINENT 
“ When people read about oth­ 
er noted people having their 
social events at the hotel, they 
want to come there, too.” says 
an aide.

KILLED BY DRUG

ASKS NATO ROLE
